GUVERNMENT FUR NEW TERRITORIVNS

Representative Dalzell of Pennsylva-
nia 18 to go to Porto Rico, it Is under-
stood at the request of President MceKin-
ley, to Investigate the situntion in the
fsland with a view to alding the admiols-
tration in seeuring the legistation d sl ed
for Porto Rico. While Mr. Dalzell has
been classed as an antl-expansionlst, 1t
is sald that now that the United States
has secured new territory he will assist
the president fn providing the legi=lation
necessary for Its government, It Is
understood that Mr. Dalzell s predis-
posed in favor of the English colonlal
gystem as the best form of government
for outiying territory. He 18 reported as
baving expressed opposition to giving
any of the pew islands a form of gov-
etrnment that would make them eligible
for statehood later on, a position In
which there can be uno doubt he is In
harmony with a very large majority of
the American people,

But while this question must be settled
in accord with intelligent public judg:-
ment In thig country and with reference
to what Is best for Amerlean Interests,
It 18 highly probable that it will be found
gomewhat troublesome. For instance, it
is already nnnounced that the leading
politiclans of Porto Rico are very great y
concerned about the future government
of the Island. While cheerfully accept-
ing the transfer of govereignty from
Spain to the United Btates, these Porto
Rico politiclans do not want to be oblit-
erated. It Is sald they fear that they
will be crowded entirely into the back-
ground and that the reinsg of governinent
will be entirely in the hands of Amerl-
cans. It is not surprising, therefore, that
gome of them are already talking about
ultimate statehood, One of the most
prominent Among them recently sald:
“1 am of opinion that my country 18 able
to govern and administer itself and that
[ this 1s the aspiration of the great body of
natives, 1 belleve that the military o¢-
cupittion should be brief, very briel, not
to be prolonged beyond the next session
of congress, Congress should grant us
then 4 territorial government, compatible
with the laws of the Unpited States, but
| 1t should not be less autonomie nor Nb-
| epal than the plan we are giving up.
Later, after a short period, our recognl-
tlon as a state would completely gratily
the ardent desire of the country anda
wholly identily us with the new father-
{land, This would be the easiest and
gimplest method of Americanizing Forto
Rico.” Thus It appears that the more
jntelligent of the people of Porto Rico
are expecting an elevation of thelr polit-

Cfenl  status  under the mnew Rover
elgnty. They o obt contemwplute
belng kept In  the position of a

gubject people, governed from Washing-
ton, but desire to be allowed, as soon
as practicable, to govern themselves and
also to participate in the government of
the Americnn people,

What If this aspiration Is disappointed, |

as it 18 most probable it will be? Wil
the obliterated Porto Rico
quletly submit to remain in that condi-
tlon? 'That Is a question which cannot
: now be answered, but it challenges con-
"sideration. One thing Is eortain,  We
cannot accede to the wishes of the peo-
ple of Porio Rico In the wntter of gov-
ernment and deny shmllar political con-
ditlons to the people of other new pos
sesslops,  That 18 to say, that although
congress has complete and absolule

authority to determine the form of gov-

' erument for these possessions and may.
in it discretion, apply to each whatever
plan shall be deemed best—giving to
one practical self-government and de-
nylng It to another—in order to preserve
peace In these possessions we must treat
them allke politically, showing no favor
or consideration to one that another I8

 deprived of. It may be that the people

paliticians

in war. o hlgh sense of the responsibill.
tles that rest upon the nation, admivie
tlon of the patriotism of the people and
of the valor of Awerlean soldiers nud
sallors—these Nud ¢loguent expresson In
Mr, MeKinley's address, which in splrit
and In form Is worthy of the great und

The portion of the address which will
perhaps command greatest attention is
that in which the president deprecates
any attempt to dim the splendor of the
achlevements of “the heroes of the
trenches and the foreonstle “The vigor.
ons sentences of this part of the ad-
dress, velling n stinging and just pebuke
to those who by detraction and by sow-
ing seeds of dissatisfaction, have sought
to impalr the usefulness of the Ameri:
ean army and embarrass the govern
ment, should make a deep impression
upon all falr-minded men, It is too much
to expect, perhaps, that it will have any
effect upon those who, from personal of
politieal motives, Lhave relentlessly as-
sifled the conduct of the war, They are
not coneerned about the consequences to
the army or to the government of thely
conrge, so long as thely seltish or par-
tigan purpose 18 subserved. [t matters
not to them that the counsels of the
republic are darkened If they can pro:
mote thelr personal gain or ndvance the
Interests of party. They are indiferent
to the approving verdict of the workd
upon our great achlevements, They ure
deaf to the Invocation of patriotism.
The glory of unparadleled triumph, with
all its assured benedts o humanity and
civilization, they are willing to depre
cinte for the attnlnment of sordid or
politieal ends. Upon these people the
vigorous utterances of the president may
have no effect, but they will not fall to
appeal to those whose patriotism and
whose sense of justice and falrness are
pot blunted by disappolnted sclishness
or ihe prompiings of 4 parrow partisan-
ship.

P'resident MeKinley invokes patience,
wisdom, sincerity of purposge and un-
shaken resolution to do right in con-
sldering the questions that confrout the
natlon, He recognizes the diticullies of
the problems to be solved and declures
that ag in the past =0 vow we will do
our duty, “seeking only the highest good
of the natlon and recognizing no other
obligation, pursuing ne otber path but
that of duty.” This message to the na-

tion of Its chief magistrate is In the
highest degree reassuring and in-
spiviting.

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WARTIME MORTALITY,

Losn of Life In Batile Small Heyond
"recedent,
Colller's Weekly.

In the Bpanlsh-Americat war the loss of
life In battle has been small almost beyond
precedent, when the proportions of the
triumph galned are borne in mind, Un-
doubtedly there have been many viellms of
dleases contracted In Cuba and Porto Rico
under condltions of exposure and hardship
ingeperable from campalgns in  tropical
reglons during the ralny season.
Ings of our soldiers from these causes have
been, however, incomparably less than those
undergone by the French army sent to Sun
Domingo under the coheulute, and they
have also been less than those which the
Spanish 4roops themeelves have had to bear,
It would be absurd, of course, to contend
that much of the mortality incurred In
camps on our own soll might not have been
avolded under an ldeally perfect system of
management, Unfortunately there has
never been an (deally perfect system of
management In camps. The number of
deathe from diseasé durlng our civil war—
we mean, of course, In proportion to the
number of men under the colors—wad con-
siderntly Inrger than we have witnessed
during the last five monthe. The Germans
are supposed to have had In 1870 an ad-
mirable comm!issariat and remarkably
effective arrangements for medlesl attend-
nnee, Nevertheless, at one time, during the
slege of Mets, nearly one-half of the army
under Prince Frederick Charles is known to
have been prostrated by illness, and the
ofMeial statlstics show that the deaths of
soldiera from disease were more numerous

engaged and the greater duratlon of the
confliet In the former case belng, of course,
taken Into the caleulation., If we compare
the losses from disease experienced in the
camps on our own soil during the last five
months with those suffered in the camps
around Washington while MceClellan was
organizlug the army which he led to the
peninsula, we shall again find the comparl-
son favorable to the recent contest. It has
never yet been found practicable to bar
dlgease out of camps, or to give those who
unhappily contract It the care and comfort
which they would recelve at home or In a
well organized clty hospltal. Every man
who enlists as a soldler knows, or ought to
know, that what he has most to fear is not
death in battle, but the Inasidlous assault of
disease aggravated by privation and neglect.
It was this source of danger, and not the
peril Incident to the battlefield, which Gen-
eral Sherman had In mind when he de-
elured that “war Is hell.,” It was, Indeed, to
be expected that, In a suddenly created
army of more than 200,000 volunteers, the
commisapry, quartermaster and medical de-
partments would all exhibit grave defects,
yvet, ns we have sald, the perceniage of
mortality from disease was not, in point of
fact, greater than was observed twenty-
seven years ago in the German army, al-

INDIAN EDUCATION,

Uhlef Geronimo's Comment on ihe

Present System.
Chicagy Times-Herald,

The interview with the captive Apache
chief Geronlmo on the Chippewa trouble
contains many touches of real Indlan elo-
quence,

But while he mourns for the deparied
' gfory of his race, and can gee nb future for
| the present generation of Indians better than
| beggary, he makes some practical sugges-
tions with reference to the education of In-
dian youth,

He considers it n.waste of money to edu-
cate the Indlans under the present system
An Indian child is taken from the reserva-
ton and vlaced In school, and after receiv-
Ing an education ls sent buck to the reserva-
' tlon Lo live with the uneducated members of
the tribe. 1t was ¢he theory of friends of
ladian education that the educated youth
would exert a civilizing Infuence upon the
other Indlans—that he wouldl be the little
leaven which eventually would leaven the
whole. But, as Geronlmo observes, It takes
mepy years lo change an Indian's nature
and Instead of the educated youth becowming
# missionary of civillzation be discards ita
babiliments, puts on a blapket and becomes
an Indian again. »
